eleven ameiidments to the constitution sub- 
mitted to tbe people of Now Yuik at tbe re- 
cent election were all adopted, but the vote 
on them was much lighter than the vote for 
gorernor. The constitution is of fur greater 
importance than the executive, but the 
roters seemed to think otherwise. 
Tho 


amendment which received the largest mini- 
bar of votes WAI one regulating suffrage and 
bribcry.'Tlie one which received the largest 
number of votes, except one, for it, and the 
smallest number of votes, except one fixing 
the time- when the amendments should go 
into effect, against it, and decidedly tho 
largest majority without any exception, was 
the amendment limiting special 
legisla- 


tion, forbidding 
legislative 
auditing of 


claims, etc. This is a pretty emphatic ar- 
raignment of the New Tork legislature by 
the people. Had tho legislature been com- 
posed of honest men there would have been 
no reason why it should he forbidden to 
•perform duties that have long been within 
its sphere, but which offer the largest field 
for the operations of the third house and 
ths graatest opportunity for bribery. Leav- 
ing out the amendment which relates merely 
to the lime when these amendments are to 
beeoino operative we find that of the other 
tan the ono receiving the largest majority,as 
we have just said, is aimed against

bribery of tho people's representatives, the 
t)8tt largest majority was given for an 
amendment auned at Ihe bribery of tbo 
Voters themselves,—tho sovereign people.

Amendment was on an Amendment for-

This import- 
ant amendment received a larger opposition, 
with one exception, tli.in any other, but it 
WM carried by ft majority of 110,77-1.
